war news from the Ruhr have stirred 
the 'breasts of Europe’s men. There 
is something about the w ar that is 
feverishly contagious. No sooner had 
the first reports of clashes in the 
Ruhr begun to trickle out than on all 
sides one heard discussions of war 
and its possibilities. The great m a­ 


jority professed that they did 
not 
want war, and they probably meant 
it, but nevertheless there was a nots 
of insincerity in the voices of those 
who protested, that if w ar came, they 
would refuse to join the colors. The 
great m ass of people of Europe do not 
want war. but if w ar comes they will 
flock to the colors Just as they aid 
in 1914.

Walter Creaveslord* conservative, moved

All the amendments, she went on, seemed to be 
wrecking 
amendments, except those in the name of J. R- Remer, conserva­ 
tive, who, she asserted, “seemed to be the village donkey.” 
Sir George Hamilton, conservative, protested against the con­ 
tinual reference-lp those opposing the bill as being interested in 
the trade. 
He said Lady Astor’s own organization was so rich 
and powerful that it had influenced the sending of hundreds of 
letters to the members of the house virtually threatening that, 
if they did not vote for her bill, the writers would 
not 
again 
vote for them. 
In spite of the strength of the opposition, Lady Astor won 
the tilt, the amendment being rejected by a vote of 27 to 19.

S H O R T A G E OF L A B O R 
The shortage of well trained farm 
Labor is made the subject of com­ 
ment by tho New York State Farm 
Bureau federation. 
The reason is 
easy to find in the industrial de­ 
mand for labor, 
which is 
taking 
men who would otherwise plough 
the fields and harvest 
the 
crops- 
High wages are a lure just as they 
were during the war. Higher wages 
in 
the 
city 
necessitate 
higher 
wages on the farm, and by raising 
costs of production further compli­ 
cate the farmer's problem of rais­ 
ing foodstuffs at a profit. 
The New York farm bureau notes 
that city residents 
who 
acquired 
• nail land holdings and managed to 
work them at a profit when prices 
were high are now giving up the 
unequal struggle and going back to 
city work again. Established Tann­ 
ers seem inclined to 
plant about 
the 
usual 
acreage, 
the 
Bureau 
comments, despite the 
fact 
that 
several crops failed to make money 
last year. 
The need for economy 
in operation is imperative and tends 
somewhat to discourage the y e of 
fertilizer. 


CO TTO N 
Cotton is invading northern terri­ 
tory where climatic conditions per­ 
mit of its growth. Southern illinois 
is growing cotton on a scale that 
deserves notice. High prices are a 
bait this year when 
other 
farm 
prices are none too rewarding. The 
boll weevil is likewise 
partially 
responsible for the 
migration. 
Thus it happens that while many 
U uthero farmers are 
seeking to 
diversify their crops and thus les­ 
son their dependence upon Cotton, 
more northerly farmers are taking 
it up 
They will do well to grow it 
ii rotation as one of several farm 
t reps, and not as an exclusive cash 
crop, opines the Breeders Gazette. 


AN A P P R A IS A L 
The April agricultural review of 
th 
department of Agriculture has 
more than usual significance, both 
bet ause of the season and because 
it contains some very concrete and 
pointed suggestions for the success­ 
ful conduct of farm operations this

If the farmer is now at a disad­ 
vantage as compared with the in­ 
dustrial worker, it is to be con­ 
sidered whether the industrial sit­ 
uation was not out Of balance in 
the farmer’s favor during the years 
before the war, comments a publi­ 
cation of the National City bank, 
which makes a careful study 
of 
agricultural 
cpnditions. 
From 
1899 to 1914 the Bureau of Labor 
price tables show that farm pro­ 
ducts advanced 177 per cent, while 
all commodities, 
including 
farm 
prtHTucts, advanced 134 
per cent. 
Wages in the cities did not keep 
pace with the rising cost of food. 
In the slump since 1920 the farmer 
has failed to hold all his gains of 
the 1899-1914 period. 
On his side now are the pressure 
of a growing population and the 
economics and gains in efficiency 
resulting f/om tne introduction of 
improved methods and machinery. 


F A C T O R S IN G R A IN 


The time of year has come when 
crop scares have 
a 
great influ­ 
ence upon the market 
price 
of 
wheat futures. 
Until there is a 
period of warm, growing weather 
the outlook in wheat cannot be ac­ 
curately determined and claims of 
damage are not to be swallowed 
verbatim. 
Speculation in 
grains 
has been light. 
Statistics have but 
little effect upon prices and senti­ 
ment. 
Delay in oats seeding is a bit 
factor in this grain. 


P A C K E R S ' 
C O N S O L ID A T IO N 
Consolidation of the Armour and 
Morris packing houses has 
been 
effected, producing a concern that 
will doubtless be 
the 
dominent 
factor in its field. 
The purchase 
price was about $29,000,000-00. 
The deal does not remove the 
element of competition from the 
packing industry and, in all prob­ 
ability, will not affect the level of 
prices paid the grower 
for 
his 
livestock, unless through economics 
in distribution it enables the con­ 
solidated company to pay a little 
more. 


The drop of 26 per cent in plow 
lands, during the rast three years 
reported by the department of Ag- 
{culture, makes it evident that low 
prices have squeezed the "water” 
out of farm land, wherever if ex- 
ists and have 
unduly 
depress*! 
values in many cases where there 
was no ‘♦water”. 
Iowa lost IQS.OO an 
acre—the 
largest decrease, 
while 
Illinois 
lands dopped $14.0 an acre. Prices 
are above $100.00 in 
only 
three 
states—Iowa, 
$153.00, 
Illinois, 
$126 00; and California $113.00. 
"Tile basic theory of co-opera, 
tion ie that the strong and efficient 
can help the weaker and lese effi­ 
cient .and thereby help themselves 
In practice the efficient will not 
'stick' unless it pays them to do 
so. If a man is not strong, efficient 
aRd resourceful as an individual, 
he may grow less efficient and leas 
self-reliant by depending on the 
aid of others.” 
This writer concludes 
that co­ 
operation is one, and only one, of 
the factors in 
agricultural 
pro­ 
gress. 
Much ie said about (he rising 
slandard 
living 
of 
tie 
wage- 


earning classes, and with truth. 
So also has the fanner’s standard 
of living risen. His trouble lies in 
the fact that, unlike the wage- 
earner, his income has not risen 
correspondingly. 
The farmer of 50 years ago sup­ 
plied more of his own needs than 
the farmer of today, who is still 
one of the great producer’s of life’s 
necessities. 
The old-time farmer 
was wood cutter and pioneer as 
well as farmer, and had less op­ 
portunity, and less temptation to 
buy manufactured articles adding 
to his convenience and his com­ 
fort. Mechanical inventions have 
spread 
a network 
of 
telephone 
wires over the entire country and 
provided electric light where for­ 
merly the rural dweller burned 
lamps and candles. Modern pro­ 
gress has given the farmer his 
binder and mower, 
his 
washiifg 
machine, and electric sweeper and 
his automobile. 
But these things all cost money. 
It is difficult to 
maintain 
this 
higher standard of living because 
production costs and 
taxes 
have 
irsen more proportionately of late 
than prices, for agricultural prod­ 
ucts. The escape from this diffi­ 
culty lies in a gradual, progressive 
lessening of production costs and 
cf articles the farmer buys and a 
slow increase 
of prices 
he 
can 
charge—if not the latter, then the 
former in greater measure. Some 
adjustment in living and a careful 
budgeting of expenditures 
is’ tho 
immediate necessity. 
Years will -be required to put the 
farmer on a sound business foot­ 
ing and in right relation to other 
groups of producers. 


What co-operation 
can 
accord, 
plish has not yet been determined. 
The only safe conclusion as yet is 
that in it lie the seeds of progress 
and that it will ameliorate certain 
evils in the economic system. 
One authority 
on 
agricultural 
subjects makes the following com­ 
ment on co-operatjon, which goes 
to show that co-operation should 
concern itself with an advantag­ 
eous dispoea’ of crops and not with 
an effort to create artifitcial price I. 


URGE NAKED EYE TO 
GET AT ROT IN CORN; 
TESTS MADE LOCALLY 


Checking experiments of their 
own, recently concluded, with those 
of three other agricultural colleges, 
crops scientists at the Ohio State 
University are urging bae of the 
naked eye in advance of the ger- 
mination-tester when it comes 
to 
culling out seed ears for the coming 
crop 
It is not advocated that farmers 
dispense with germination testing, 
a practice of proven value, but It 
is stated that too 
many 
farmers 
have come to regard the tester as 
the first and last authority on what 
corn to plant and 
what to 
throw 
away. 
"In ‘summary, 
the 
signs 
and 
warnings of rot 
are 
these; 
(I) 
faint white or grayish molds on the 
kernels, most easily detected when 
seed corn is shelled as should be, 
by hand; (2) immaturity of the ear, 
as evidenced^by looseness of grain; 
(3) discolored or shredded shanks, 
marketing the path by which rot 
entered from the plant into the ear; 
(4) discolored germ, seen on split­ 
ting the kernel with a knife.

in

SEES INCREASE OF

Columbus,

14—That 
th£re should be an increase of four 
or five percent in the number 
of 
spring pigs in Ohio this year, com­ 
pared with those of a year ago is 
the statement made here by C J. 
West, state agricultural statistician 
for the state-federal crop reporting 
service. 
“It appears that the number of 
breeding sows in Ohio is four per­ 
cent greater than last year,” said 
West.

S H O R T A G E O F L A B O R 
The shortage of well trained farm 
labor Is made the subject of com­ 
ment by tho New York State Farm 
Bureau federation. 
The reason is 
easy to find in the industrial de­ 
mand for labor, 
which Is 
taking 
men who would otherwise plough 
the fields and harvest 
the crops. 
High wages are a lure just as they 
were during the war. Higher wages 
in 
the 
city 
necessitate 
higher 
wages on the farm, and by raising 
costs of production further compli­ 
cate the farmer’s problem of rais­ 
ing foodstuffs at a profit. 
The New York farm bureau notes 
that city residents 
who 
acquired 
• mil land holdings and managed to 
work them at a profit when prices 
were high are now giving up the 
unequal struggle and going back to 
city work again. Established farm­ 
ers seem inclined to 
plant about 
the 
usual 
acreage, 
the 
Bureau 
comments, despite the 
fact 
that 
several crops failed to make money 
last year. 
The need for economy 
in operation is imperative and tends 
somewhat to discourage tho \ e of 
fertilizer- 


edies for current evils, 
even 
if 
sometimes they go wrong. 


C O T T O N 
Cotton is invading northern terri­ 
tory where climatic conditions per­ 
mit of its growth. Southern Illinois 
is growing cotton on a scale that 
deserve* notice. 
High prices are a 
bait this year when 
other 
farm 
prices are none too rewarding. The 
bell weevil is likewise 
partially 
responsible 
for 
the 
migration. 
Thus it happens that while many 
U u th era fanners are 
seeking 
to 
diversify their crops and thus les­ 
son their dependence upon Cotton, 
more northerly farmers are taking 
it up 
They will do well to grow it 
in rotation as one of several farm 
( reps, and not as an exclusive cash 
crop, opines the Breeders Gazette. 


A N A P P R A I S A L 
The April agricultural review of 
the department of Agriculture has 
mere than usual significance, both 
because of the season and because 
it contains some very concrete and 
pointed suggestions for the success­ 
ful conduct of farm operations this 
year. 
Farmers who produce efficiently 
at low cost will have a chance this 
year, the 
report 
declares, 
while 
‘farmers who are too far down the 
scale in efficiency will hardly find 
salvation in cheap 
credit, 
cheap 
transportation, cooperative market­ 
ing, tariffs, price-fixing, nor all of 
these combined.” 
Not mbfe than two major crops 
are likely to be expanded thia-^ear 
at a profit, the report 
concludes- 
They are cotton and possibly sheep.

If the farmer is now at a disad­ 
vantage as compared with the in­ 
dustrial worker, it is to be con­ 
sidered whether the Industrial sit­ 
uation was not out Of balance In 
the farmer’s favor during the years 
before the war, comments a publi­ 
cation of the National City bank, 
which makes a careful study 
of 
agricultural 
cpnditions. 
From 
1899 to 1914 the Bureau of Labor 
price tables show that farm pro­ 
ducts advanced 177 per cent, while 
all commodities, 
Including

fcrtflTucts, advanced 134 
per cent. 
Wages in the cities did not keep 
pace with the rising cost of food. 
In the slump since 1920 the farmer 
hits failed to hold all his gains of

The time of year has come when 
crop scares have 
a 
great influ­ 
ence upon the market 
price 
of 
wheat futures. 
Until t"here is a 
period of warm, growing weather 
the outlook in wheat cannot be ac­ 
curately determined and claims of 
damage are not to be swallowed 
verbatim. 
Speculation in 
grains 
has been light. Statistics have but 
little effect upon prices and senti­ 
ment. 
Delay in oats seeding is a big 
factor in this grain. 


P A C K E R S ’ 
C O N S O L I D A T I O N 
Consolidation of the Armour and 
Morris packing houses has 
been 
effected, producing a concern that 
will doubtless be 
the 
dominent 
factor in its field. 
The purchase 
price was about $29,000,000-00. 
The deal does not remove the 
element of competition from the 
packing industry and, in all prob­ 
ability, will not affect the level of 
prices paid the grower 
for 
hi3 
livestock, unless through economics 
in distribution it enables the con­ 
solidated company to pay a little 
more. 


Th© drop of 26 per cent In p’ow 
lands, during the last three years 
reported by the department of Ag. 
iculture, makes It evident that low 
prices have squeezed the “water” 
out of farm land, wherever it ex- 
ists and have 
unduly 
depress--.I 
values In many cases where there 
was no ‘♦water’’. 
Iowa lost $06.00 an 
acre—the 
largest decrease, 
while 
Illinois 
lands dopiped $14.0 an acre. Price* 
are above $100.00 in 
only 
three 
states—Iowa, 
$153.00, 
Illinois, 
$126 00; and California $113.00. 
“Tile basic theory of co-opera­ 
tion ie that the strong an/1 efficient 
can help the weaker and less effi­ 
cient .and thereby help themselves 
In practice the efficient will not 
‘stick* unless it pays them to do 
so. If a man is not strong, efficient 
and resourceful as an individual, 
he may grow less efficient and less 
self-reliant by depending on th-» 
aid of others.” 
This writer concludes 
that co­ 
operation is one, and only one, of 
the factors in 
agricultural 
pro­ 
gress. 
Much Ie said about the rising 
standard 
living 
of 
tie 
wage- 


earning classes, and with truth. 
So also has the farmer’^ standard 
of living risen. His trouble lies in 
the fact that, unlike the wage- 
earner, his income has not risen 
correspondingly. 
The farmer of 50 years ago sup. 
plied more of his own needs than 
the fanner of today, who is still 
one of the great producer’s of life’s 
necessities. 
The old-time farmer 
was wood cutter and pioneer aa 
well as fanner, and had less op­ 
portunity, and less temptation to 
buy manufactured articles adding 
to his convenience and his com­ 
fort. Mechanical inventions have 
spread 
a network 
of 
telephone 
wires over the entire country and 
provided electric light where for­ 
merly the rural dweller burned 
lamps and candles. Modern pro­ 
gress has given the farmer his 
binder and mower, 
his 
washing 
machine, and electric sweeper and 
his automobile. 
But these things all cost money. 
It is difficult to 
maintain 
this 
higher standard of living because 
production costs and 
taxes 
have 
irsen more proportionately of late 
than prices, for agricultural prod­ 
ucts. The escape from this diffi­ 
culty lies in a gradual, progressive 
lessening of production costs and 
of articles the farmer buys and a 
slow increase 
of prices he 
eau 
charge—if not the latter, then tho 
former in greater measure. Some 
adjustment in living and a careful 
budgeting of expenditures 
is tho 
immediate necessity. 
Years will ,be required to put the 
farmer on a sound business foot­ 
ing and in right relation to other 
groups of producers. 


What co-operation 
can 
accom­ 
plish has not yet been determined. 
Tile only safe conclusion as yet is 
that in it lie the seeds of progress 
and that it will ameliorate certain 
evils in the economic system. 
One authority 
on 
agricultural 
subjects makes the following com­ 
ment on co.operation, which goes 
to show that co-operation should 
concern itself with an advantag­ 
eous disposa* of crops and not with 
an effort to create artififcial price!. 


URGE NAKED EYE TO 
GET AT ROT IN CORN; 
TESTS MADE LOCALLY 


Checking experiments of their 
own, recently concluded, with those 
of three other agricultural colleges, 
crops scientists at tho Ohio State 
University are urging fise of -tho 
naked eye in advance of the ger- 
mlnation-tester when it comes 
to 
culling out seed ears for the coming 
crop- 
It is not advocated that fanners 
dispense with germination testing, 
a practice of proven value, but It 
Is stated that too 
many farmers 
have come to regard the tester as 
the first and last authority on what 
corn to plant and 
what to 
throw 
away. 
“In ‘summary, 
the 
signs 
and 
warnings of rot 
are 
these; 
(I) 
faint white or grayish molds on the 
kernels, most easily detected when 
seed corn is shelled as should be, 
by hand; (2) immaturity of tho ear, 
as evidenced^by looseness of grain; 
(3) discolored or shredded shanks, 
marketing the path by which rot 
entered from the plant into the ear; 
(4) discolored germ, seen on split­ 
ting the kernel with a knife. 
Approximately 
100,000 ears 
of 
seed corn 
have 
been 
tested 
in 
Greene County, during the past few 
weeks, including 35,000 at the Xenia 
Farmer’s Exchange, 22,000 at the 
Bath township High School, and 
6,000 for both Ross and Bath town­ 
ships.
